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GNP sags, recession feared 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canada’s 
economic performance turned 
sour between April and June, 
as total output fell at a 2.4- 
per-cenl annual rate raising 
leal's of a new' recession. 

T.he depre.ssed second 
quarter followed a strong 5.2- 
per-cent annual rate of 
grow'th for gross national 
product (.GNP) in the first 
three months of this year. It 
was the third quarter in the 
last year during which real 
output fell. 


Statistics Canada said it 
was still too early to say that 
the economy has slipped into 
recession, although weak et-o- 
nomic conditions currently 
meant “recession cannot be 
ruled out.” 

Economists generally re¬ 
gard three quarters of declin¬ 
ing output as a recession. 
They aiso say a five-per-cent 
annual growth rate for GNP 
is necessary to keep the econ¬ 
omy expanding and avoid ris¬ 
ing unemployment. 


Ed Broadbent, New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader, said later 
it was “one of the most pes¬ 
simistic statements” about the 
naticmal economy he had ever 
seen. 

“It confirms that the econ¬ 
omy is in a deplorable state 
and that it’s going to get 
worse.” he added- 
Broadbent said the govefti- 
ment should act immediately, 
stimulating the economy with 
a capital works program as 
the 10 provincial premiei-s 


recommended following their 
jneeting at St. Andrews, N.B. 
in mid-August. Tax cuts for 
low and middle-income Cana¬ 
dians were also needed. 

If the government failed to 
act before Parliament re¬ 
sumed in October, unemploy¬ 
ment this winter would be 
worse than e\'er, Broadbent 
said. In July, 8.1 per cent of 
the national work force, near¬ 
ly 900,000 people, w'erc jo¬ 
bless. 

However, a spokesman for 


Finance ^linisier Donald 
Macdonald said the .statistics 
did not reflect the underlying 
trend in the economy ana 
there were good indications 
the third quarter would show- 
improvement. 

“This will reflect the im¬ 
pact of some significant fea¬ 
tures the March 31 budget 
such as conwrate ta.x conces¬ 
sions which have not been 
fully felt in the economy,’’ the 
spokesman said. 

He said Macdonald noted 


that the Statistics Canada re¬ 
port did not give much weight 
to the fall in the rate of the 
Canadian dollar. 

“The cost of depreciation 
tends to show up faster than 
the benefits,’’ he said. 

Statistics Canada also said 
that, under its measure of in¬ 
flation, the rate of price rises 
doubled to a 6.4-per-oent an¬ 
nual rate in the second 
quarter from 3.2 per cent in

Smith adamant 
on voting stand 


ALISBURY (Reuter) — 
Prime Minister Ian Smith 
stressjed Monday that he was 
not firepared to accept one- 
man. one-vote as a basis for 
electing a future government 
of Rhodesia, and that he 
would not negotiate with lead¬ 
ers of the Patriotic Front 
black nationali.st organization. 

He told an audience of 1.000 
whites at his final meeting of 
the Rhodesian election canv- 

‘T am Tiot prepared to nego¬ 
tiate with anybody who is as¬ 


sociated with te rrori s m, and 
♦hat means the Patriotic 
Front—and if that means we 
don't get a settlement we 
don’t.. My position is consis¬ 
tent- and I have no intention 
of changing.” 

If Smith rejects the U.S.- 
British peace plan, he has 
said he would aim for his own 
settlement with black nation¬ 
alist leaders living in Rhode¬ 
sia who are prepared to ren- 
ounee “terrorism.’*

day. 


said his government had 
given no formal reply to the 
Anglo-American team. 

Owen and Young spent 
almost four hours with 
Vorster and his delegation 
Monday nwming and re¬ 
turned for another 2V4 hours 
of talks later. 

Owen told reporters after 
the meeting Monday: “We’ve 
really got nothing to say. 
These have been detailed ne- 
eoijations. We’ve got to go 
no%\ and talk with other inter¬ 
ested parties and, of course, 
we've got to go into Salis¬ 
bury.” 

A major question is who 
should control Rhodesia’s se- 
cuiiC? forces if a ceasefire 
ran be arranged between 
black natic-nalist guerrillas 
and the minority white gov¬ 
ernment in Salisbury', ena¬ 
bling elections to be organized 
for black-maiority rule.

A British spokesman de¬ 
clined to say whether Vorster 
had reacted favorably to the

Propane up, too 

VANCXJUVER (CP) — The B.C. Energy Commis¬ 
sion announced Monday that wholesale prices for pro¬ 
pane gas will rise oy 2.2 cents a gallon today but the 
increase probably won’t be passed bn to tlie consumer 
immediately. 

The increase is the first in B.C. since propane 
prices were frozen in July, 1975. 'Tlie coramis.sion said 
the removal of the treeze is^ to enable piodiicers to 
meet rising costs if ti&tural gas and crude oil—the raw 
materials for propane. 

The propane increase will affect abm 35.000 fami¬ 
lies who use propane for home heating, especiall\' on 
Vancouver Island.

nO.HG KONG (Reuter) — 
Southwestern China was hit 
Monday night by an “intense” 
earthquake measuring 6.3 on 
the ofien-ended Richter scale, 
the Rojal OlKer\'ator>' here 
said today. 

Officials here. how'e\'er. 


said the latest quake was in a 
“fairly sparsely populated 
area.” 

A spokesman tor the obser- 
vauny said the epicentre of 
Monday’s quake was about 
300 miles east of Chungking in 
southwestern China. 


The earthquake which Oa- 
tened Tangshan in northeas¬ 
tern CTiina in July. 1976. killed 
at least 750,000 persons, the 
wxirst disaster in modem his¬ 
tory. 

Foreign monitoring stations 
recorded that quake at 8.2 on 
the Richter scale.

“Successive Canadian gov¬ 
ernments have pursued a con¬ 
sistent policy of refusing to 
confirm or deny that a securi¬ 
ty file exists in respect of a 
certain individual,” Fox said 
in his letter. 

“'The question of disclosure 
of whether or not a file exists 
on any specific individual 
raises very real difficulties. It 
seems impossible to be selec¬ 
tive in this matter.” 

Broadbent said he also was 


disturbed by an RC.MP denial 
of electronic sun-eillance of 
MPs becau.se it did not speci¬ 
fically deny that other forms 
of surveillance had been used. 

They w'ould have issued a 
broader denial if they could, 
he said.

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Minister Rafe Mair 
said Monday night he “doubts 
if rent contmls w'ill be lifted 
in my lifetime for the eco- 
nomi'rally disadvantaged.”

^Iair made th® statement 
outside the Legiclature after 
undergoing several hours of 
intense criticism from the Op- 
r^osition.

The trial involves Jack Vla- 
hovic, secretaiy-treasurer 
Local 213. Among other 
charges Vlahovic is ^ accused 
ot spending $8,000 in union 
funds to hire business agents 
without proper authority. The 
appointments w'ere later res¬ 
cinded by the Teamster exec¬ 
utive board. 

,\s a result of that action 
Vlahovic has launched a B.C 
Supreme Court action against 
four executive members in¬ 
cluding Teamster head Sena¬ 
tor Ed Lawson. 


Meanwhile, rank and file 
union members have been 
barred from the internal trial 
of the secretary-treasurer. As 
the hearings continued Sun¬ 
day 30 members of Local 213 
picketed Teamster head¬ 
quarters. 'They were not only 
barred from . the meeting 
room but also refused the use 
of waslirooms inside the 
building. 

'The trial is seen as the cli¬ 
max of a struggle between 
Vlahovic and Lawson for con¬ 
trol of Local 213.

Mr. Blais 

POSTMASTER-GENERAL Jean-Jacques 
Blais, who has given little cause for believing he is, 
or could be, any improvement over his predeces¬ 
sors, has made a move. 

The minister, careful to point out that the 
money is to come from his department's $3 million 
advertising budget, has decided on a $350,000 
month-long advertising campaign to publicize his 
efforts in trying to resolve one of his government’s 
most messed-up problems. 

During his year on the job, Mr. Blais has as¬ 
sured us that a surprising number of Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers members approve Post Of- 
fiee automation even though it still appears to be 
the main cause of contention. He has accused the 
ClIPW of using 19th century bargaining tactics and 
charges that confrontation is part of the CUPW con- 
stitituion. He has rejected a proposal for a 
parliamentary study saying that the Post Office has 
been “over-examined.” 

Like his predecessors, he apparently refuses to 
consider making the post office a crown corporation 
to improve its efficiency, eyen though a manage¬ 
ment consulting firm, in a study of the operation, 
reached “the overpowering conclusion” that it 
would function better as such. 

The $350,000 will be well spent. Mr. Blais says, 
because the public wants to know what is happening 
at the Post Office when, in fact, the public knows 
only too well. 

It knows that the mail service has steadily 
deteriorated past the point of unreliability under a 
succession of Trudeau-appointed postmasters- 
general. It knows that scarcely a month passes 
without another hopeless confrontation or another 
disruption of the mails. .And it knows that no 
progress has been made in reconciling differences 
or curbing the to-hell-with-the-public militancy of 
CUPW leaders. 

What the public wants to know is when it can ex¬ 
pect delivery by the government of measures that 
will bring the letters and parcels on time 


The costs 
and confusion 


NEW SPEED LIMIT signs on streets and 
highways are to be in place across Canada by the 
end of September. In addition to telling motorists 
how many kilometres per hour they can travel, they 
will be the most visible reminder that we have had 
the metric system foisted on us. 

Why Canadians let it happen with so little 
resistance is a question we could be asking 
ourselves for a long time. 

When the switch to the metric system was 
started in 1971 it was sold on the argument that 
packaging our-products in units and sizes familiar 
to potential overseas customers couldn’t help but 
boost our export trade. But Ottawa planners in their 
devotion to uniformity would not let it end 
there. Next came the change to Celsius in 
measuring temperatures. Any usefulness it has had 
is not apparent after almost two-and-a-half years. 
Most Canadians still mentally convert temperature 
figures back to Fahrenheit and no one knows how 
many American visitors realize what has happened 
and what damage it has had done to the tourist in¬ 
dustry. As with Fahrenheit to Celcius, there is 
no apparent benefit to be derived from changing the 
mile to the kilometre. While Canadian motorists 
soon will be able to mentally convert kilometres 
into miles, that won’t be the case for American 
tourists. Strong public protest blocked full 
metrification in the LJ.S., and most of the thousands of 
Americans who use our roads will be unfamiliar with 
our kilometre-per-hour signs which will make for con¬ 
fusion and invite accidents. 

There is more upset to come. Next are the new 
land measurements, the conversion of acres into 
hectares, where there doesn’t appear to be anything 
to be gained either. It will create problems, in fact, 
with perhaps revision of all land titles records, to 
add to the cost of conversion which may eventually 
exceed any trade benefits the metric system will 
bring. 

There was no need for complete metrification 
and what has happened is, as the Toronto Star puts 
it. a classic example of a basically-sound idea car¬ 
ried to the point of folly by over-zealous 
bureaucrats.

OTTAWA Perhaps yon Haven i 
noticed it., but in his nine years of “French 
Power.” as he himself referred to it. 
Prime Minister Trudeau has basically 
altered Canada's power structure. 

It was done slowly and quietly, but now 
It has come completely about that French 
and English take turns at the federal 
levers ol power. 

If the chairman of the board of this 
federal commission is English this term, 
he will be French for the next one. 

If the president of that crown corpora 
tion currently is French, the next presi 
dent will be English. 

Turn and turn about 

Fair hair 

If equating seven million French with 
15 million F^nglish is acceptable. 

But that's but a small part of what John 
Fraser. Conservative MP for Vancouver 
South calls the “bilingual con game.” 

The big part, says John Fraser, is that 
the Trudeau establishment has done prac¬ 
tically nothing to help Engli.sh Canadians 
cope with the new Canada that 
bilingualism has created 


Worse, charges Fraser. Trudeau has 
lulled F^nglish Canadians into a false and 
ultimately destructive sense of security. 

How? 

“The plain fact is that if a person 
aspires to senior positions in the federal 
|X>wer structure. ” explains Fraser, “they 
miust speak both English and French in the 
public service, the crown agencies, the 
Armed Forces, and inevitably in the 
supreme and federal court system.”

But. says Fra.ser. the Trudeau es¬ 
tablishment has mislead English Cana¬ 
dians. even lied to them like long-time 
cabinet minister Mitchell Sharp who. in a 
recent letter to his constituents, said 
no English Canadian must learn French 

And here's F*rime Minister Trudeau, in 
a speech in Saskatoon. April 19: 

What we are trying to do is make sure

ctioose the one yoa want to speak. Yoa’ll 
never have to learn the other. That’s all 1 
want to say. Remember it.” 

That's true, admits Fraser, “only if yon 
don’t want to take part in the power struc¬ 
ture of Canada, of having a part in the 
management of your country’s affairs . . 


and I am not just speaking geographically 
... it applies in Halifax and Vancouver as 
much as in Ottawa.” 

Trudeau, he reminds you. was not fool¬ 
ing when in J^uary of 1975 he declared: 
“I will not leave Ottawa until the govern¬ 
ment and the country are irreversibly 
bilingual.”' 

One last note: 

More than 30 per cent of English 
children in Ottawa start school in total 
French immersion and the percentage is 
swiftly swelling. 

Their parents, says Fraser, understand 
the language reality of French being a re¬ 
quirement of employment. 

But in Vancouver, says Fraser. Ies.«^ 
than 300 students are into French immer¬ 
sion — and it’s like that all over the 
country ~ except in Ottawa. 

'Trudeau soothes the English innocent« 
from coast to coast that they don’t have to 
learn a second language. If that isn’t a lie 
says Fraser, it’s a deliberate con as 
“French Power” takes over on what 
already is close to a 50-50 basis in a nation 
split linguistically three to one.

Orderly transition in doubt 
even if Smith should win 


U^NDON — Ian Smith’s deci¬ 
sion to hold a snap election in 
Rhodesia on August 31 
marks the end of yet another 
stage in the country’s long, 
^^y^piriting trek towards a dis¬ 
aster of worse than Angolan 
proportions. The Anglo- 
American settlement proposals 
are left twisting slovdy in the 
wind, and the “internal 
solution” that he has chosen to 
pursue instead has no better 
prospects than ever. 

Smith now realizes that he is 
powerless to do much more 
than try for an orderly transi¬ 
tion to majority rule, and to 
.safeguard the white minority's 
position as much as possible in 
an independent Zimbabwe. He 
was quite right in concluding, 
after the events of the past few 
months, that the Anglo- 
American proposals held no 
realistic chance of producing 
such a settlement 

The collapse of Portugese 
rule in Africa in 1974. which 
made guerrilla bases available 
in Mozambique on Rhodesia s 
eastern border, was what final¬ 
ly pushed Smith into facing 
realities. At the same time, 
however, it created an obses¬ 
sion with “the armed strug¬ 
gle” in African opinion. 

The enthu.siasm of other 
Africans for the guerrilla ap¬ 
proach created a whole new op¬ 
tion for black Rhodesian politi¬ 
cians. Putting it very simply, 
those who suspected that they 
had too little domestic support 
to be elected as the first presi¬ 
dent of an independent Zim¬ 
babwe. decided to shoot their 
way to power from outside. 

Those who felt that they 
could command the voles of 
most Rhodesian blacks, on the 
other hand, tended to stick with 
the line of a negotiated settle¬ 
ment The two leading con¬ 
tenders are Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa and the Reverend 
Ndahaningi Sithoie. The posi¬ 
tion of these politicians is 
rather awkward, however, 
because they must rely on 



pressure from their armed 
rivals out.side the country to 
make Smith settle with them 
instead 

Last year Mr Robert 
Mugabe wrested control of the 
old Zimbabwe African National 
Union (ZANU) outside the 
country from Sithoie, and took 
over its guerrilla army. Mr 
Jr)shua Nkomo. the head of the 
rival Zimbabwe African Peo¬ 
ple's Union (ZAPUi, also 
moved abroad and began 
feverishly building up ZAPU 
guerrilla forces. The two 
groups formally merged in the 
Patriotic Front early this year, 
hut in fact they are still rival 
armies at the service of their 
respective leaders. 

()n July S the Organization of 
African Unity (OAUi gave its 
unanimous support to the 
Patriotic Front ^ the ‘armed 
struggle.” 'This left the other 
two Rhodesian black leaders. 
Muzorewa and Sithoie. no 
remaining option but to try for 
a political deal with Smith 
They are now both back inside 
the countrv. hurling impreca- 
fhms at their rivals and the 
OAU. and stating their terms 
for talks with the Smith 
government 

The reason the Anglo- 
American proposals had no 
hope of success was that they 
insisted on getting the support 





of the Patriotic Front and the 
OAU. Neither Nkomo nor 
Mugabe had any intention of 
♦suspending the war and holding 
free election.s in the country, 
because their “internal " rivals 
would probably win 'The only 
solution they would envisage 
was for Britain and America to 
organize an unconditional 
hand-over of power to the 
Patriotic Front, with the guer¬ 
rilla armies replacing the pre¬ 
sent security forces as 
■ peacekeepers ' 

Smith has therefore decided 
to try for an internal set¬ 
tlement ” with Muzorewa and 
or Sithoie. excluding the 
guerrillas This eleciton (in 
which almost three-quarters of 
the voters will be white) is in¬ 
tended to dear the decks for 
that settlement. 

An election is needed be- 
cau.se Smith’s new realism is 
not shared by all white Rhode¬ 
sians. In the past few nKMiths 
his Rhodesian Front party has 
been failing apart 'iSvelve of 
its 50 members of Parliament 
have split off to set up the 
hardline Rhodesian Action 
Party, demanding unyielding 
resistance to bladt pressures 
and something close to 
apartheid 

If Smith can still command 
the trust of the majority of 
whites (as he probably can. he 
will then move swiftly to an 
“internal settlement.” 'libe odds, 
however, are strongly against 
him. 

.Muzorewa and Sithoie refuse 
to work together, and either 
would have to demand so much 
from Smith, to make the deal 
even remotely credible toother 
Africans, that negotiations 
might collapse. The OAU 
would refuse to rettignize a set¬ 
tlement. which would probably 
mean that the West would not 
dare do so either. 'The guerrilla 
war would certainly go on, and 
the will of the militarily in¬ 
dispensable white reservisu 
to fight in defence of a black- 
led government must be 
doubted. 

If an “internal settlement” is 
the only hope for Rhodesia, it is 
an extremely slender hope. 

• Despite the loss of more than 
1.000 white a month down the 
“chicken run” (emigration), the 
quarter-million-strong white 
minority can probably hang on 
for quite some time. When its 
resistance finally collapses, 
however, the stage will be set 
for a black civil war worse than 
Angola's, with perhaps an even 
large involvement by Cuban 
an(i South African troops. • 


IX)NDON-The decline of 
British power and influence in 
the world has produced some 
odd reversals: none more sc 
than the current invasion of 
London by Arabs. 

The idea was supposed to he 
that the British went to the 
Middle East and disrupted an¬ 
cient Arab traditions and 
culture; not the other way 
around. The moat poignant sym¬ 
bol of the revohitkn that I have 
heard of is a financially- 
harassed city gent who, this 
summer, has packed his wife 
and children off to the country, 
let his house to some rich 
Arabs, and himself moved 
gloomily into his damp base¬ 
ment. 

Considering that there are 
probably some 100.000 Arab 
visitors in London at the mo¬ 
ment. if not more, the invasion 
has caused surprisingly little 
comment. Apart from a few 
newspaper horror stories about 
veiled ladies with their suit¬ 
cases full of £20 notes in the 
classier shops, and grim scenes 
among the dress racks, the 
scale of the demographic shift 
has scarcely been diarted. It 
has happened so quickly, and 
the invaders are so localized in 
London s more prosperous sec¬ 
tions. that many Londoners 
have scarcely noticed what is 
going on. In some places, the 
middle class terraces are 
awash with Arabs; elsewhere. 
Londoners can go weeks on end 
without ever seeing one. 

In my experience, it is other 
foreign visitors who are most 
astounded by the change, par¬ 
ticularly Americans. For 
years, Americans have been 
used to being the most 
prosperous tourists around. 
Now it's the Arabs with their 
oil money. An American lady 
lately chwked in to one of the 
most famous hotels in London, 
unaware that it had been 
bought by. and was largely oc¬ 
cupied by. Arabs. After two 
days she checked out. 
bewildered, because she could 
not get anyone to pay attention 
to modest nee^, supported 
as they were by modest tips. 

ngures of the invaders are 
hard to come by. But all agree 
that there are far more Arab 
visitors in London in August 
than ever before. This is the 
season when, in the Persian 
Gulf, temperatures hover 
around 110 degrees Farenheit 
Anyone with money wants to 
get out 

Every day now. two full air¬ 
craft from Kuwait arrive at 
London airport; there are 
20.000 Kuwaiti visitors here 
alone; and the London Tourist 
Board expect 450,000 visitors 
from all Middle East countries 
to have visited London by the 
end of the year. 

In a letter to The ‘Hmes 
newspaper. Lord Greenhill, 
a former civil servant head of 
the Foreign Office, reported 
having sighted “82 clearly 
identifiable Middle Eastern¬ 
ers ” at the Round Pond in 
Kensington Gardens one even¬ 
ing. by comparison with only 
“three clearly identifiable 
British.” 

Why do the Arabs come? 
Many are students. A few rich 
upper-class Arabs have long 
owned houses here, and 
educated their children at 
F'ngllsh schools. These, one okl 
Middle East hand told me. 
would regard many of their 
fellow-countrymen now pour¬ 
ing in as “trash”, like old- 
established British residents of 
southern Spain regretting the 
package-tours from Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Some Arabs come, as is well- 
known and as one is repeate^y 
told, for gambling and sex, now 
that Beirut is ruins; and the 
evidence supports this view. 
London these days is a bigger 
gambling centre than the south 
of France; tbe> high-class

prostitutes have never been 
busier. But probably the 
largest group of visitois are 
modest middle-class people — 
teachers, architects, accoun¬ 
tants — able to travel from the 
gulf for the first time and 
heading for London because 
they speak the language and 
have h^ some contact at home 
with the British; a sign that we 
still have something to offer, 
besides tarts. 

Some Londoners, naturally, 
are not too happy with the 
Arabs’ invasion. They hear 
about the gambling and 
prostitution — which occupy 
only a relative handful of the 
Arabs, albeit a most con¬ 
spicuous handful — and resent 
the fact that Arabs are treating 
London as the British used to 
treat Port Said. But some 
Arabs are not happy with Low- 
doners. either. 

Shopkeepers, one Arab told 
me. often took advantage of the 
ignorance of British money of 
some of the visitors, particu- 
lariy women, and fleeced them 
wit^t mercy. An Arab woman 
with a lot of ready cash and lit¬ 
tle knowledge of the language 
is an easy target. Some of the 
apartment rents being asked 
for. and got. by British 
landlords in Central London 
are astronomical. 

One important reason why 
Arabs come to London is 
health. They and their govern¬ 
ments now have the money; but 
not on the whole the m^ical 
facilities, although they are ex¬ 
panding them at high speed. 
Kuwait employs, in London, a 
health attache — an unusual 
diplomatic post—and a staff of 
50. Last year, the Kuwait 
government paid for 1.500 
patients to come to London, 
and this year is spending at the 
rate of ffl.OOO a day on doctors, 
nurses, and medical services. 
The health attache told me that 
Rts. government insists on the 
best treatment and the top con¬ 
sultants. 

So do other Arabs. The result 
is a boom not only for the con¬ 


sultants, but for private 
hospitals. The prices charged 
for rooms at these ritzy clinics 
are far beyond the means of 
any but the very richest 
Britons; $150 a day. tor in¬ 
stance. for an intensive care 
room. Outside the clinics stand 
the Rolls-Royces and 
Daimlers. insieJe are the 
Arabs, almost always accom¬ 
panied by an entourage — 
female relations, advisers, 
often four or five bodyguards. 

British girls working in the 
clinics as nurses or 
“stewardesses” — that is to 
say, waitresses — emerge 
stunned by the experience, and 
particularly by the huge wal¬ 
lets full of money that many of 
the patients secrete about their 
persons One girl told me of be 
ing offered $10 for a kis.s; and 
of being given $1 by an elderlv 
Arab every time she took him » 
cup of tea. She thought she 
ought not to take it; but she 
did. 

Hie most visible sign of the 
new presence is not the sight of 
Arabs in Rolls-Royces, but a 
huge new mosque just being 
completed in Regent’s Park, 
the prettiest park in London 
Above the trees, within a 
stone's throw of the main 
cricket ground, and a little 
further than that from the 
residence of the U.S. ambas 
sador. rises now a vast golden 
dome and a tall white minaret 
There were already half a mil¬ 
lion Muslims in Britain, part of 
the community, and the mos¬ 
que is for them as well as a new 
focus for Arab visitors. 

I toured the mosque as it 
neared completion. It is cer¬ 
tainly equipped on a most 
lavish scale, and constructed to 
a very high quality not always 
foun(i. these days, in new 
British buildings. But the real 
surprise was to discover a 
room, gleaming with chrome 
in the basement, which is 
where Muslim corpses will be 
embalmed, and. if necessary, 
kept in one of.the three 
refrigerators. 

Somehow this is not quite the 
sort of facility one had ever ex 
pected to be built in Regent’s 
Park

The blacks would be those 
selected by Smith and they 
would probably include 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa and 
the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole.

Sirh a government wuld 
eliminate Joshua Nkomo 
and Robert Mugabe, aligned 
under the Patriotic Front.

Smith needs clean sweep 


Action Party, which claims 
to represent the original 
concept of Smith’s Rhode¬ 
sian Front. 

They will gain support 
from the *‘old guard” and 
throu^ a white backlash 
that is growing In frustra¬ 
tion because Rhodesia is 
drifting economically and 
facing a worsening war. 

The Rhodesian Action 
Party was bom out of the 12 
dissident Members of 
F’arliament who voted 
against land reforms in¬ 
troduced by Smith In 
February. These gave 
blacks the right to purchase 
farm and industrial land 
previously kept exclusively 
tor whites. 

The 12 then broke away, 
claiming that Smith was 
ren^png on original Front 
policies —• on which they 
were all elected. And it was 
clear from this there had 
been a first class row within 
the party ever since last 
St'ptember when Smith said 
he accepted the Kissinger 
proposals and with them the 
principle of one man one 
vote within two years. 

The RAP states quite 
specifically that it wants to 
pursue the war against 
guerillas to its ultimate con¬ 
clusion. It also seeks a 
three-tiered form of govern¬ 
ment — municipal, regional 
and central — within which 
different races would 
dominate and preserve their 
cultures. In other words — 
apartheid 

The National Unifying 
Force, led by another 
Rhodesian Front defector 
Allan Savory, wants a quick 


handover to majority rule 
and incorporation of gueril¬ 
las into the armed forces. It 
is difficult to see many 
whites voting for that, keen 
as they are on a settlement 
and soon. 

Savory’s own assessment 
of the election is also 
something of a contradic¬ 
tion of his own involvement 
in it He told me: “This 
election is right wing versus 
right wing” And so it is. 
The central question is — do 
whites want a settlement 
with blacks which will in¬ 
evitably lead to their sub¬ 
mergence? Or do they 
want to fight a war for ever 
to preserve what is left? 

Smith s plan for a multi¬ 
racial state will have built- 
in protection for whites in 
an interim period. The ul¬ 
timate objective, which 
Smith may keep from 
whites during the election, 
must be to hand over entire¬ 
ly to the nationalists on the 
one-man-one-vote principle 
they have consistently 
demanded. In the long run. 
he has no choice. 

There seems little doubt 
Smith will win the election 
and go into his 14th year as 
prime minister. But that is 
not the crucial point. He can 
only afford to lose 5 of the 49 
seats being contested (he 
himself is unopposed). 

Smith says he can govern 
without the two-thirds ma¬ 
jority that would provide. 
Probably he can by 
soliciting support from 
some of the black MPs — as 
he did to push through his 
land reforms. 


But that would leave him. 
and Rhodesia. In the same 
precarious position it is in 
now. His Rhodesian Front is 
putting up a candidate for 
every constituency, the 
Rhodesian Action Party is 
fielding 47 and the National 
Unifying Force 18. 

Of the five Independents, 
one might well get a seat in 
the new parliament. He is 
Dr. Ahrn Palley. who as a 
member of the Muzorewa 
team, attended the abortive 
settlement talks in Geneva 
last year 

Palley fights Salisbury 
City, where many of the 
voters are coloreds (mix¬ 
ed race). In 1974 he lost by 
onfy three votes, and many 
of the coloreds spoiled their 
papers. 

One new factor in the 
situation since Smith called 
the election is the bomb 
blasts that have rocked 
Salisbury, killing eleven, 
wounding 76, wrecking a 
store and damaging a car 
park, multi-storey building, 
railway bridge and lines it 
carried. 

The new question for 
whites here now is: Will 
Salisbury soon become the 
new Belfast, the new 
Beirut? Once terrorism has 
reached the urban areas, 
there is nothing to suppose it 
will go away again. If there 
is a series of bangs in the 
months ahead, a flood of 
whites may head for the 
border. Already one in 
every 20 whites has left in 
the last 15 months dr so. 

Only stringent currency 
regulations are keeping 
thousands locked inside. 
The middle-aged and the 
elderly especially are 
locked in this financial 
prison. The bulk of those 
who leave are family men 
with heavy military com¬ 
mitments who decide that, 
at ages between 25 and 40. 
there are better things to do 
than die in bush wars. 

Nobody travels in 
Rhodesia more than 20 
miles from towns during 
late afternoon or evening. 
Much of the country is 
covered in convoys. The 
guerilla does not yet rule at 
night. But he almost breaks 
even. 

It is a way of life people 
have got used to. City dwel¬ 
lers have largely been 
cushioned from it. Now 
they. too. are in the front 
line. 

The countryside am- 
biisher can only be in cer¬ 
tain places at certain times. 
Farm raiders have to get 
through fences, lights, dogs 
and an alert sharp-shooting 
owner. But in town the in¬ 
tended victims can be killed 
at any time, any place. 

Such a situation is nothing 
new around the world. B»it 
here the whites mostly have 
other places to go. And they 
have been thinking about it 
on and off for a long time. 

Already emigration is 
barely held back from snow¬ 
balling. Blowing up parts of 
a city gets to the heart of the 
whites’ infrastructure. Now 
they Know nowhere is safe.

Printed money 
the problem 

All who read Lubor Zink's 
remarks which you print from 
time to time do not appreciate 
them. In certain quarters he is 
hated because of his ability to 
expose the parochial shib¬ 
boleths of some of our “power 
centres." This letter is not in 
Mr. Zink’s defence, however, 
since he can look after that 
department with competence, 
but to recall an old quotation he 
used at the end of a recent arti¬ 
cle. “Those whom the gods 
would destroy, they first make 
mad.’ And please, the dic¬ 
tionary meaning of ' mad. ” 

How close our society is ap 
preaching some sort ot trazjEl^ 
paranoia can be found from the 
everyday remarks of some of 
our so called leaders. In the 
same paper with Mr. Zink 
some leading Labor light in 
Vancouver castigated the 
government for suggesting eas¬ 
ing rent controls. Only certain 
people are allowed increased 
incomes and of course 
landlords and investors in 
property are not people. The in¬ 
side post office workers who 
provide rotten and often inters 
rupted service demand that the 
government forbid the es¬ 
tablishment of competing 
delivery services so that they 
may continue their nonsense at 
the expense and inwnvenience 
of the public. But these are 
comparatively mild aberra¬ 
tions compai^ with those of 
Edward Carrigan displayed on 
your editorial page Aug. 23. 

At some len^ Mr. Carrigan 
tells us that we have a crisis 
and it is probable that most of 
us will agree with him. He then 
explains that "the government 
Is a powerful instrument in the 
hands of leaders bent on ex¬ 
panding the economy. " He 
thinks the present cabinet 
should use the authority to 
rekindle economic growth. 
This presupposes that the pre¬ 
sent cabinet knows how to do 
this when even the casual 
observer must have concluded 
that neither the prime minister 
nor his cabinet has a clue. Mr. 
Carrigan is fascinated by the 
prospect of using the bank rate 
to clear up a good deal of the 
mess, which is something like 


attempting to alter the weather 
by tinkering with the 
barometer. 

The next suggestion from 
the pundit is a gem. “The 
valuation of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar should be lowered to a level 
which accurately reflects its 
effective purchasing power.” 
Now the meaning of this collec¬ 
tion of words is a bit of a chal¬ 
lenge. Most Canadians — show¬ 
ing an admirable appreciation 
of the obvious — are convinced 
that the effective purchasing 
power of their money is what 
they can get for it in a store or 
some such place. If the govern¬ 
ment is about to fiddle around 
lowering the value of the dollar 
likely will raise prices which 
will not increase its Gallup 
rating. It is, of course, possible 
that Mr. Carrigan means that 
the value of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar should be deliberately ad¬ 
justed downward, in terms of 
other currencies, so that buy¬ 
ing in Canada — for the 
foreigner — 'becomes a 
bargain. This policy is, in ef¬ 
fect, rather like enlarging the 
drain while opening the tap. 

To continue. "The govern¬ 
ment should adopt an expan¬ 
sionary fiscal program to 
stimulate demand. It should 
cut personal income taxes and 
increase family allowance pay¬ 
ments by at least 50 per cent to 
place purcliasing power into 
the hands of families with 
young children who will spent 
it fast.” 

From this suggestion one 
gets the impression that Mr. 
Carrigan has been doing a Rip 
Van Winkle for a few years. If 
cuts in income tax have not 
beCT spectacular the govern¬ 
ment has been spending 
several billion every year 
which it has not got and which 
it does not collect. This is infla¬ 
tion and it has done everything 
but stimulate the economy. 
Surely Mr. Carrigan is not 
about to claim that this money 
has not got into the hands of 
people who spend. Perhaps 
some have put it into their bank 
accounts but this "Keynesian” 
kink that has develop^ which 
insists that spending is a 
patriotic duty, even when you 
spend money which came off a 
printing press and has no other 


source, is at the root of most of 
our troubles.

As a past vice chairman of 
the St. Joseph's Hospital and 
the Victoria General Hospital 
Boards. 1 would like to ask the 
tiillowing questions regarding 
the Victoria General Hospital 
problem. 

1. With the exception of X 
wing, who says that the $20 mil¬ 
lion worth of the hospital’s 
basic buildings are obsolete? 

2. How much greater is the 
population in the James Bay, 
Fairfield, Victoria West and 
the city centre area — than 
when br. Agnew Peckham 
recommended the expansion ot 
the hospital 10 years ago? 

3. Victoria is no different 
than any other Canadian or 
American city — it is beginning 
to suffer the cancerous effect 
of urban sprawl. Do the city 
council, the chamber of com¬ 
merce. the Victoria MLAs and 
the service clubs not consider 
that a general hospital in the 
downtown area is a part of the 
city’s vital core, not only as 
one of its largest industries but 




as a necessary service to the 
Victoria public? 

4. To upgrade the area’s 
hospital services, would it not 
be advisable to replace those 
obsolete buildings behind the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital and ex¬ 
pand Victoria (General Hospital 
into a 55() bed hospital, before a 
new hospital is even con¬ 
sidered? 

5. W ho is going to compen¬ 
sate the doctors for the 
something like $1,500,000 a 
year lost in overhead and in¬ 
come because of the extra 
travelling time to the new 
hijspital" 

6 Why don’t .Jhe politi¬ 
cians listen to the advice of the 
Victoria Medical Association? 

The calculation ol $1,500,000 
for travelling time is based on 
a presumed cost of $50 per hour 
for the doctors cost of office, 
receptionists and nurses and 
his own income. 200 doctors a 
day at a halt hour travelling 
time is $5,000 per day. 300 days 
is $1,500,000.

There are no dances, fairs, or 
exhibitions of any kind, and all 
football matches, games and 
other athletic events have been 
cancelled by the Cyprus Sports 
Authority. 

Prayers for the former 
ethnurch are said after ma.ss 
every Sunday, and thousands of 
pilgrims travel to Kykko 
monastery to lay flowers and 
/wreaths on Makarios’ burial 
j. chamber on the 4,342-foot peak 
called “’I’hroni ” — a spot 
which Makarios himself had 
chosen two years ago. 

At one of its first meetings. 


the cabinet decided that the 
two-mile dirt road leading 
from the monastery to the 
grave should be paved with 
asphalt to make the drive there 
more comfortable in summer 
and less dangerous in winter. 

In another decision, the 
cabinet announced the setting 
up of a Makarios Ill Founda¬ 
tion which, it said, would aim 
at carrying out some of the late 
president’s plans. They in¬ 
cluded cultural, national arid 
medical institutions. * 

A special gold com bearing 
Makarios’ likeness will be 
minted by the government and 
a special series of postage 
stamps issued. Proceeds from 
the sale of the coins and 
stamps will go to the Makarios 
Foundation 

The powerful co-operative 
movement, which owns chains 


of stores throughout the island 
as well as export-import and 
manufacturing concerns, has 
announced it will finance the. 
construction of a childrens 
hospital in Nicosia “in memory 
of our great ethnarch and as a 
small tribute and sign of 
gratitude to him." 

The Hellenic mining group of 
companies (the largest 
business concern in the island) 
says it will build a new 
technical school in the capital 
to be named Makarios 111 
Technical Institute, and the 
town s newest high school will 
be renamed “Makarios Gym¬ 
nasium’ in Lamanca. 

A cement factory is to es- 
tabli.sh a nursery school m 
Miniassol and various other 
firms and individuals have an¬ 
nounced donations in memory 
of the late archbishop. 

“We will follow in the 
footsteps of our great leader. " 
is the typical, stereotype 
phrase heard day after day 
from Greek Cypriot officials — 
whether in the government, 
business world or even sports. 

"1 will not be surprised if 
next thing people proclaim 
Makarios a saint,” said one 
foreign diplomat. 

The Turks might call him 
"the black priest” and to some 
Americans he was the "Castro 
of the Mediterranean ”. But to 
his own people he was Cyprus.

Sweden devalues 
krona 10 per cent 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter) — 
Sweden devalued its currency 
by 10 per cent Monday and 
froze prices in an attempt to 
in.iect life into its flagging 
economy. 

Premier Thorbjoem F'aell- 
din told a news conferemce 
that Swedish companies had 
been hit by financial crises 
and bankruptcies in the last 
year on a scale which had not 
been known since the .1930s. 

The devaluation came in the 
wake of Sweden’s weekend 
decision to withdraw from the 
so-called "snake” — the joint 
float of West European cur¬ 
rencies — after losing foreign 
reserves to defend the ex¬ 
change rate of the krona. 

, Sweden’s defection from the 
snake forced Norway and 
Denmark to devalue their cur¬ 
rencies by five per cent, but 
both these countries decided 
to remain in the joint Europe¬ 
an float. 

Faelldin announced Monday 
the krona was being devalued 
by 10 per cent against 15 most 
important curiancies inwlved 
in Sweden’s foreign trade. 

Meanw+iiie. the premier an¬ 


nounced a freeze on prices in 
Sweden until the end of (X- 
tober.

London revelry 


French language 
first for fewer 


LONTON ( AP) — Gangs of 
West Indian youths battled po¬ 
lice in London’s Notting Hill 
quarter Monday night as a 
tuo-day Caribbean carnival 
ended in violence, robbery 
and looting. 

Scotland Yard said 16 of¬ 
ficers and 50 other pereons 
\^’ere injured in street fights 
that erupted at nightfall fol¬ 
lowing a relatively peaceful 
day of merrymaking. 

A spokesman said 30 per¬ 
sons were arrested, raising 
the total of an'ests during the 
carnival to 227. There was 
similar trouble Sunday. 

Community relations of¬ 
ficial Jeff Crawford—a black 
employed by the municipal 
council—blamed West Indiatns 
for the violence. 

•"The robberies and assaults 
carried out viciously by small 
groups of young West Indians 
—many of them of school age 
—are a serious indictment of 
the West Indian community,’' 
he said.

Ten Mile 
highrises 
remain 
obstacle 


Cadboro Bay Ratepayers* 
Association president Howard 
Sturrock has told Saanich 
council that it could consider 
a major housing project for 
the Ten Mile Point area only 
if plans for two highrise 
blocks were eliminated. 

Broadmead Farms is pro¬ 
posing a mi.\ of single-family 
dwellings, townhouses and 
apartments on land which it 
owns between Telegraph Bay 
Road and Beford and Phyllis 
axeniies. The 210 units would 
include 82 single-family lots, 
62 townhouses and two apart¬ 
ments of eight and five 
storeys. 

Sturrock, in a brief to Saan- 
cih council, says the associa¬ 
tion believes a development 
could be worked out which 
w'ould be advantageous to 
both the developer and resi¬ 
dents. “But this requires as a 
first step abandonment of the 
apartment blocks which the 
developer claims are essential 
to make the development eco¬ 
nomic.” 

St;urrock said residents view 
the development as the criti¬ 
cal factor which could lead to 
the transformation of Cadboro 
v^^y fpom its quiet, uncrowded 
exclusively single-family area, 
into a crowded, teeming, 
noisy unattractive communi¬ 
ty. 

If apartment-type buildings 
weie allowed at Minnie Moun¬ 
tain it would be im|X)ssible to 
resist their intrusion into the 
remainder of Cabrobo Bay, he 
says. 

The scale of the proposed 
buildings is out of keeping 
with existing hornet, he points 
out, and the impact on trees 
and vegetation could be disas¬ 
trous. 

Gordon Rolston, Broadmead 
Farms’ managing director, 
said eliminating the buildings 
as suggested by the associa¬ 
tion would be a cormpromi.se 
detrimoital to the develop¬ 
ment. 

“But we are reviewing 
plans to see if changes can be 
made.’’ 

Sturrock said residents* 
concerns were being transmit¬ 
ted to council now. rather 
than at a hearing on a land- 
use contract, to advise aider- 
men of the community’s op- 
los rion to im^jortant aspects 
of the proposal and in an ef¬ 
fort to dissuade council from 
drafting a contract unaccepta¬ 
ble to area residents. 

Sturrock said residents are 
opposed to any multiple fami¬ 
ly dwellings over two storeyt 
. high in Cadboro Bay.

Another 
thorough medical examination 
has been scheduled for 
Wednesday. At that time it 
wll be determined whether or 
not Miracle can remain off 
antibiotics, Matthew-s said.

The $2.5 million Qover 
Point outfall could shift and 
sustain damage after it is 
laid, according to the contrac¬ 
tor. 

Harry Berg, president of H 
and B Contracting, wrote to 
engineering consultants Kcr, 
Priestman and Co., on Aug. 8 
telling them he was concerned 
about the engineering calcula¬ 
tions. and offering to pay for 
an independent review. 

On Monday he still had not 
received a reply. 

“He's really concerned 
about this malter,“ Murray 
Glazier, chairman of the Capi¬ 
tal Region Board’s public 
works committee, said. 

(glazier said Berg had out¬ 
lined four major problems 
with the pipe design. 

First there was the question 
raised by the fractured outfall 
pipe, which broke on a weld 
which was supposedly the 
strongest part of the pipe. 

“But,” said Glazier, “he re¬ 
gards that as the least of his 
problems.” 

Berg has also notified the 
consultants that he considers 
the concrete weights, de¬ 
signed to hold the 6.400-foot 
outfall on the ocean floor, are 
inadequate. 

Berg told Glazier he wes 
also bothered that the design 
may not take proper account 
of the forces which would be 
acting on the pipe once it wras 
on the ocean floor, where a 
scouring four-to six-knot .cur¬ 
rent could move the pipe la¬ 
terally and horizontally. 

The contractor. Glazier 
said, was also concerned 
about a technical point — the 
gaskets between the pipe and 
some concrete blocks. 

“They apparently have 
trouble getting and maintain¬ 
ing a good fit with these gas¬ 
kets. “ Gladder said. 

Glazier, an engineer, said 
he had asked for progress re¬ 
ports at each committee 
meeting and board meeting. 

“I have always been given 
refiorts, but the first I heard 
of these problems was w-hen I 
met Berg on Friday.” 

He has asked for a full re¬ 
port on the problems for the 
next public works committee 
meelii^ Sept. 7, 

*Tve just listened to the 
contractor’s side of things,’^ 
Glazier said. 

“It may be that he only 
neetls verification, but the 
(joint is that he is concerned 
and he has not been assured 
of these calculations, and that 
is why he has offered to pay 
the costs of a review . ” 

Glazier said that as tar as 


the region w'as concerned, the 
contract was for the pipe in 
place, and ti\>ubles on the 
way there were of concern 
only to the contractor. 

“However, if the contrac¬ 
tor’s concern is valid, and if 
there is a potential there for a 
life or a lateral shift, the pipe 
could be successfully in place 
and accepted by the region 


before it started to shitt. 

“That means that we would 
have to be concerned over the 
long term.” 

Glazier said the public 
works committee would not 
be trying to decide if engi¬ 
neering calculations were cor¬ 
rect, but members wxjuld be 
concerned about the contrac¬ 
tor’s questions.

Metric sign-on 
miles behind 


B.C will be three weeks behind when the rest of 
Canada, with the exception of Manitoba, goes metric 
with highway signs. Highways Minister Alex Fraser 
said Monday. 

Fraser said the problem was that legislation giving 
B.C. authority to go metric on the highways wasn’t 
given royal assent until about 10^ days ago and that’s 
why the advertising campaign advising motorists of the 
change didn’t start until recently. 

Fraser said school zone speed limit signs have pri¬ 
ority because school opens next Tuesday. Despite these 
delays, motorists will be expected to think metric on 
the roads as of Friday. 

The minister said police have been asked to go easy 
on motorists at the beginning of the program. ' 

As for motorists coming into Canada from the Unit¬ 
ed States, they are being warned at all border crossings 
of the changeover to kilometers from miles an hour.

Liquor stores head list 
if servants back strike 


Voting has started to deter¬ 
mine whether provincial gov¬ 
ernment entpkvees are pre¬ 
pared to take selective strike 
action. 

The likely target area is the 
province’s retail liquor stores. 

The strike vote follows the 
failure of the government and 
the 37,00()-member B.C. Gov¬ 
ernment Employees' Union to 
come to terms on a new 
nnaster agreement. The last 
agreemeryt expired July 31. 
’The mediation process came 
into play but failed to provide 
the answer. 

Delegates to the union’s 
Vancouver conv'ention last 
June gave unanimous approv¬ 
al to a selective strike mea¬ 
sure in the case of a break¬ 
down in negotiations. 


While union officials chose 
not to name target choice, 
they made no attempt to hide 
'the fact tiie liquor atones were 
getting most of the attention 
from delegates. 

'The unofficial word was 
that the 2,500 liquor store em¬ 
ployees vrould widk off the job 
when the time came and 
would hav’e 70 per cent of 
their regular salary paid by 
other BOGEU members still 
working 

To the union, the liquor 
store empk>>’«*s hold most of 
the aces in the collective bar¬ 
gaining dock. The closing of 
the stores would casue an 
uirtoar but the gov’emment 
wouldn’t be able to label tliem 
an essential service. 


The strike vote, which 
began Sunday, will take about 
two weeks to conclude. If ^ 
there is to be a strike it 
wouldn’t occur before mid- 
September. 

There are a number of 
major issues. The \Miion says 
It fears the govenrment is out 
to weaken iti bargaining 
mechanism. In addition, it 
will have nothing to do with 
the proposed wage increase of 
4H per cent in the first year 
and three per cent the second 
— .substantially less than the 
maximum allowed by the an¬ 
ti-inflation guidelines. 

Another trouble area is the 
government’s refu.sal to pro¬ 
vide a cost-of-living allow¬ 
ance. 


U.S. Atlantic boom boosts B.C. lumber prices 


Lumber prices are bouncing 
upward again in B C., and t!v* 
culprits (or benefactors, de¬ 
pending on whether jriu’re a 
forest rompany or not) are 
^lome buyer* and builders on 
ihe other side of the conti¬ 
nent. 

Lumber prices have eone 
up abfMit 10 fier <ent. sin<e 
June. Victoria builders say. 
That is still not suflicient to 
make much difference in the 
pric-e of^ house. W’. Cam(>l)ell 
Construction estimator Basil 
Welles said Monday. 


”A 10 per cent increase in 
lumber prices is so small that 
it will add only a few cents 
per foot to the price of a 
house.” 

It is net unusual for lumber 
prices to fluctuate rapidly, 
down a.s well as up. Two 
years ago. two-by-tour lumber 
vas selling for 26 cents a 
lx>ard foot. Wells said, and it 
now sells tor 23 cents, La.si 
May it was 2l cent*. 

Tliat point was emphasi/eil 
by B.C. P'orest Products saw¬ 


mill sales manager Cecil Qa- 
gue. 

“Tliis spring we dropped 
tlie price fiv'c times.” 

He added that over five 
years, the price of tw-o-by-four 
fir had increased by M per 
cent, a good deal less, than 
that of many other commodi¬ 
ties and wages. Hemlock and 
utility fir lumber increased 
even less 10 i>er cent over a 
five-year jieriod. 

“There’s a lot of hills and 
valleys in there, but over-all 


it’s been a gradual increase,” 
Clague said. 

Nevertheless. Clague says 
the export market, particu¬ 
larly the U.S. Atlantic coast 
market, “has gone wild.” 
That market determines that 
B.C. residents pay for their 
lumber. 

The fact that B.C. Forest 
Products even supplies the 
local market is somewhat un¬ 
usual. Qague said. Many of 
the other mills in this area, 
such as Sooke Forest Prod¬ 
ucts and Plumper Bay Saw- 


milks, sell their wnod only on 
the expwT market, 

“We sell to the local mar¬ 
ket. but we expect the same 
returns that we can get on the 
export markirt,” Clague said. 

“There is not really a jus¬ 
tification in the B.C. market 
for a price increase,” a Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel regional sales 
spokesman said. But if prices 
on the Atian^ Coast and 
their Inevitable connection to 
prices in B.C. mean anything, 
a ID per cent "Increase may 
only be the beginning. 


“Abiolutely crazy” and 
“«ky4)alling“ are some o< the 
words forest industry ob¬ 
servers have used to describe 
the situation in which prices 
have climbed by as much as 
28 per cent since July. 

The price tor 1,000 board 
feet of white spruce twt> by 
four, tor instance, was $154 in 
May. A week ago it was $235. 

The Increase haa caused so 
much concern in the U.S. that 
U.S. housing secretary Pat¬ 
ricia Harris has asked for an 
investigation into its causes. 


The increase appears to be 
due to low inventories in the 
U.S. and in B.C, where forest 
closures have further reduced 
the export of lumber from 
many of the export-only mills. 

Mills kept inventory low 
during the spring as the 
prices came down, and when 
the demand went up, largely 
owing to a robust U.S. hous¬ 
ing market, they were unpre¬ 
pared, so that even maximum 
production now may not be 
enough to keep inventories ig>- 


to record any further objec¬ 
tions or suggestions to the 
controv’ersial bylaw, which 
has been unpopular for its 
hair-splitting on in-law suite 
definitions as w’ell as its re¬ 
strictions on sewMidary build¬ 
ings. 

The bylaw's intent is to con¬ 
trol development in the large¬ 
ly rural municipality. It pro¬ 
hibits subdivision of proper¬ 
ties of less than seven acres 
in certain areas, except by 
special application. At a pub¬ 
lic hearing in November a 
spectator, incensed over the 
prohibition, threatened Mayor 
Paul Grieve. 

Grieve said before the hear¬ 
ing Monday that council 
would VTute on the bylaw next 
month. 

“If I had done what some 
people said I had done in the 
first place, which was to ram 
the thing down people’s 
throats, then we wouldn't be 
here tonight.” he said. 

^ At pitolic hearings end in¬ 
formation meetings held in the 
past year, residents h^vr - 
sistently obje''trd. t'> the rr - 
1 a t i o n s governing In-law 
suites, calling., them violations 
of basic freedoms. 

'The regulations call for the 
following documents to be de¬ 
livered to the municipal tieii: 
along with the application for 
a building permit: 

• A statutory declaration 
under the Canada Evidence 
Act that the owner of the suite 
is compl>ing with the bylaw, 
and allowing only a father, 
mother, grandfather, grand¬ 
mother. son. daughter, grand¬ 
son or granddaughter of the 
owner or the owner’s spouse 
to occupy the suite. 

• A certificate of en¬ 
cumbrance certifying that the 
person applying for the in-law 
suite Is the owner of the sii»- 
gle-family dwelling, on a par¬ 
cel of land ot less than one 
acre, in which the In-law' suite 
is to be located. 

• Originals or copies of 
originals (or certified tran'^la- 
tions of originals) or mar¬ 
riage and birth certificates, or 
change-of-name certificates. 

• The last regulation Is 
the one provoking the most 
criticism. "An Irrevocable li¬ 
cence for the municipal clerk 
to inspect at any reasonable 
time without notice the single 
family dwelling unit and the 
In-law’suite therein. ”

Tnder o federal-provincial 
agreemeni negotiated last 
spring. The companies re¬ 
ceived permission to raise 
prices for heating oil and gas¬ 
oline by 3.2 cents a gallon at 
midnight Monday. 

At the same time, the Anti- 


Inflation Board gave .six oil 
companies the go-ahead to in¬ 
crease prices by up to another 
1.5 cents to cover higher costs 
for refining, marketing and 
distribution on products. 

The Federal government 
and seven provinces supix>rt 
prices increases as a means of 
encouraging energy conserva¬ 
tion as well as providing in¬ 
dustry with the funds to ex¬ 
plore for additional oil and 
natural gas supplies. 

Ontario, Manitoba and Nova 
Scotia of»f>osed increases on 
the basis that they would wor¬ 
sen unemfiloyment and infla¬ 
tion.

From the beginning of September all provin¬ 
cial highways and most municipal signing will 
be convert^ to the metric system as quickly 
as possible. Signs designating distemces in 
miles will be changed to kilometres (km). 
Speed zones in miles-per-hour will be changed 
to kjlometres-per-hour (km/h). New metric 
speed signs will become legal when they are 
posted. Overpass and bridge clearances will 
be signed in both feet and metres.

WHY THE RUSH? 

This is an important part of Canada’s nation¬ 
wide metric programme to convert all stand¬ 
ard measurements to the decimal system - the 
simple arithmetic method used by most coun¬ 
tries in the world. 

.We have already become accustomed to the 
change in heat measurement from fahrenheit 
to Celsius. Weights will change from ounces to 
grams; pounds to kilograms. Fluid measure¬ 
ments are already changing from pints, quarts 
and gallons to standardized litres. Distances 
will be measured in millimetres (l/l(X)0metre); 
centimetres (1/1(X) metre); metres and kilo¬ 
metres (1000 metres). 

It has been found in other countries that 
phases of metric conversion introduced “cold 
turkey” gain the quickest acceptance. Those 
of us who laboured as schoolchildren to con- 
f vert feet to yards to'miles may have a little 
trouble at first, but metric is being taught in 
our schools; it is the universal language of 
scientists and engineers; and, in the near fu¬ 
ture, will see full useage in the United States. 
Let’s do it now! 

DISTANCE 

One kilometre (km) is .621 of a mile.One mile is 
1.609 kilometres (km). However, the easiest 
way to visualize a kilometre is as % of a mile. 
Here’s a simple example of conversion: 


SPEED 

Remember, that as they are posted, new speed 
zones in kilometres-per-hoiir (km/h) auto¬ 
matically become legal, even thou^ they 
may not be a precise conversion from the’f)re- 
vious speed limit in mph. Here are some you 
should become familiar with as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 


SPEEDOMETERS 

Most 1977 and all 1978 model cars have speed¬ 
ometers and odometers calibrated in km/h 
and km. Some earlier model cars have speed¬ 
ometers with dual calibrations. If your speed¬ 
ometer indicates only mph, you may find this 
conversion scale handy. Familiar speeds are in 
large type.

On winding highways we urge extra caution 
in approaching curves with advisory speed 
signs converted to km/h. These signs warn 
you what speed the curve or comer may be 
safely negotiated at Take it slowly until you 
become thoroughly familiar with the metric 
system. 


Always drive at the posted speed. You’ll be 
surprised at how little time you really save 
when you exceed speed limits. 

TMtnzebiG 

Here are some tips: 

1. Think (and talk) kilometre. Make it family fun 
while driving together. 

'2. When taking short, familiar trips mentally con¬ 
vert your mileage to kilometres. Remember the 
5:8 formula. 

3. On longer trips, make sure you have a current 
“Beautiful British Columbia” r^ map (published 
by Tourism British Columbia, Ministry of the Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary and Tlavel Industry) available at 
tourist information centres. It has conversion 
tables for most destinations in the province and 
nearby. 

4. Keep our metric folder in your vehicle. 
Overhead clearances. Both advance and facia 
signs for limited clearance overpasses will he in 
metres. For a reasonable period of time, a sign in 
feet will appear for a short distance in advance of 
the metric signs. 

Fuel consumption. Gasoline will continue to be 
sold by the gallon until January, 1979 when they 
will commence conversion to Btrw. Kilometres 
per gallon will be used to measure fuel consump¬ 
tion until that time.

The Treasury Department has 
announced the Harris Trust 
and Savings Bank of Chicago 
must prove it has not descri- 
minated against its female 
employees. 

The department issued a 
show-cause notice which could 
lead to the first enforcement 
action by Hie department 
against a bank in a case in¬ 
volving alleged discriml- 
nalion. The bank has 30 days 
in which to respond. 

The Treasury’s notice cited 
the bank’s “repeated failure 
to provide an adequate rc- 
.■«ponse” to Its investigation of 
the case, and on whether the 
bank has adofjted an “ade¬ 
quate” affirmation action 
r»lan for the hiring and pronu>- 
tion of women. 

“This step reflectfi the de¬ 
termination of the Treasury 
Department to take vigorous 
action to ensure e<jual oppor¬ 
tunity and the elimination of 
discrimination in the nation's 
hanks.” said Assistant Tiea- 
siay Secretary William Beck¬ 
ham Jr. 

In its notice, the depart¬ 
ment said it was prepared to 
advise and assist the bank in 
“resolving deficiencies and 
developing an acceptable pro¬ 
gram.”

by Dr. Jasper Gayford of the 
hospital in this Surrey town. 

The survey of more than 300 
children ag^ between 13 and 
16 shows almost a third of the 
boj^ and a fifth of the girls 
drink regularly. 

Gayford found that 41 per 
c^t of girl drinkers and 49 
per cent of boy drinkers 
“more than once were unable 


to attend school because of 
hangov^ers.”

Mair blametl the lederal 
government for tailing to con¬ 
sider what effects changes it 
made in tax laws in 1971 
would have on the rental 
housing market. 

“In fact, tax changes, cou¬ 
pled with rising inflation and 
other trends, had a disastrous 
effect on vacancy rates,” he 
said,^«ddlng that the “logical 
Iiolitical alternative” was rent 
control. 

“I beJie\-e it may be necee- 
sary to control rents at some 
times in some eionomies, but 
1 do not belie\ e that it is nec¬ 
essary or indeed wise to <‘on- 
trol rents in this economy lor 
all time,” Mair said. 

I do believe that perma¬ 
nent controls would be disas¬ 


trous over the long term l>o- 
cause it would lead to falling 
investment in new construc¬ 
tion and falling maintenance 
of the existing slock of rental 
housing.” 

The minister said the bill 
before the Legisla-ture pro¬ 
vides lor ‘“phased-out de-< on- 
trol.” 

He said the bill also closes a 
^loo[)hole “allowing irresfon- 
sible landlords to charge un¬ 
conscionable amounts lor ad¬ 
ditional (K-cupanls."

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Eclipse 
of sun 
Oct. 12 


NEW YORK fAP) — The 
dazzling spectacle of a total 
eclips&^f the sun is coming 
again Oct. 12, but just about 
the only chance for North 
Americans to see it will be 
fhom ship* in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Frank Younger of the Do¬ 
minion Astronomical Observ'a- 
tory said Victorians would be 
albe to see a partial eclipse of 
the sun on Oct. 12. Younger 
said eclipse watchers should 
take care to protect their 
eyes. For extended eclip.se- 
viewing, he suggested 
welder's goggles or watching 
the image cast by a pinhole in 
a piece of cardboard. Younger 
said Galileo lost much of his 
sight by staring at the sun 
through a telescope. 

A total ellipse will sweep 
across the northwestern 
comer of the United States on 
Veb. 26, 1979, but it will be 30 
years - 2107 — before the 

next total one. which will 
cross the central part of the 
country. 

The Oct. 12 total eclipse will 
be visible in a path acraAlhe 
Pacific Ocean, west of Mex¬ 
ico. reaching the coast of Co¬ 
lombia shortly before sunset. 

Some U.S. astronomers are 
going to a site north of Bogota 
to be in the path of totality, 
which then extends into Vene¬ 
zuela. but with the sun e.x- 
tremely 1<jw In the sky.

Garden Notes 


The Oiinese calendar 
speaks of the Year of the 
Tiger, the Year of the Snake, 
and so cm. For my money, 
1977 will always remain in my 
mind as the Year of the 
Weed. Just what particular 
set of weather conditions is 
responsible for the infestation. 
I WTHildn’t know, but I don’t 
think I ha\’e e^ner seen a more 
prolific growth of chickweed, 
poverty weed, bindweed, plan¬ 
tain. dandelkm. portulaca. 
thistle and all the other grwn 
pests. 

Keeping them under control 
is a never-ending job, and the 
moment you turn your back, 
irp pops another crop ai>- 
parently bom fully grown and 
al^ ready to start scatterin^' 
their infernal seeds. 

I don’t like hard work any 
more than tlw next man. so 
for years I ha%e been experi¬ 
menting to find methods of 
controlling weeds without so 
much back-breaking labor. I 
can’t say I have made any 
dramatic progress in this field 
.of research, but one thktg I 


have noticed is this: The shal¬ 
lower you hoe, the quicker the 
weeds die. 

Deep hoeing is a lot more 
work and it doesn’t do as good 
a job. The weeds are simply 
transplanted from one place 
to another, and if a slwwer 
or a hea\’y dew should come 
along to fi'eshen them up, 
thej' have a little trouble in 
pushing their roots down 
again. 

For hoeing between the 
row’s in the vegetaWe plots 
and between well-spaced 
plants in the perennial border, 
I don’t think there is any im¬ 
plement that does quite such 
a good job a.s the .scuffle hoe, 
and particularly one with a 
crescent-shared, forwerd-fac- 
ing blade manufactured by 
the Tru-Temper people. While 
these come in se\*eral sizes, I 
prefer a rather small, light 
model, easier to control ac- 
cui'ately when seuEffllng off 
weeds which are growing 
dose to valued plants. 

I keep my little scuffle hoe 
razor sharp by dressing the 
blade with a flat file from 


time to time. When I scuffle 
the soil with this sharp blade, 
it slices the weeds off .tust a 
fraction of an inch below the 
surface and does not harm to 
the shallow-rooted subjects In 
my garden. The draw hoe, 
which operates much more 
deeply in the soil, can be a 
menace to com, tomatoes, 
raspberries and such plants 
which maintain their active 
feeding roots just below the 
soil surface. 

Another thing that appeals 
to me about the scuffle hoe Ls 
the fact that j-ou work back¬ 
wards down ^ row, so jou 
never need step on the freslily 
hoed ground. 

With the draw hoe, the wTork 
is a stenuous chopping mo¬ 
tion, and you progress for- 
w’ard, traniT»Ung all over your 
work. The means going back 
o\*er the ground with the 
rake, not only to era.se the 
footprints and lea\'e things 
shipshape, but because 
tramped-on weeds ha\'e an 
uncanny knack of insinuating 
their roota back into the soil. 

It is quite possible to make 


our midsummer dry spells 
work in our favor in the con¬ 
trol of weeds, simply by ar¬ 
ranging things so all the 
water goes on the crops and 
none on the weeds. 

I grow most of my summer 
low crops — vegetables and 
gladiolus — in shallow 
trenches, and when w’atering 
with the hose, it is easy to 
channel the water into these 
miniature ditches where it 
goes directly to the xx»ts of 
my plants, leaving the alleys 
Ixjtween the row's as dry as 
the proverbial bone. Weeds 
seldom get a chance to germi¬ 
nate in this surrbaked ground. 

There are some plants, of 
course, which need freshening 
up occa.sionally b>' an over¬ 
head watering. Kunner beans, 
for instance, have a habit of 
dropping their blossoms and 
failing to “set" unless given 
frequent shower baths. 

On the otlier hand, such 
plants as tomatoes and pota¬ 
toes tend to make healthier 
growlh when the roots are ir¬ 
rigated without wetting the fo¬ 
liage.

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GNP sags, recession feared 


OTTAWA (CP» — Canada’s 
economic performance tumed 
sour between April and June, 
as total output fell at a 2.4- 
pcr-cent annual rate raising 
fears of a new recession. 

The depressed seconc^ 
quarter followed a strong 5.2- 
per-cent annual rate of 
growth for gross national 
product (GNP) in the first 
three months of this year. It 
was the third quarter in the 
last year during which real 
output fell. 


Statistics Canada said it 
was still too early to say that 
the economy has slipped into 
recession, although weak eco¬ 
nomic conditions currently 
meant “recession cannot be 
ruled out.” 

Economists generally re¬ 
gard three quarters of declin¬ 
ing output as a recession. 
They also say a five-per-cent 
annual growth rate for GNP 
is necessary to keep the econ¬ 
omy expanding and avoid ris¬ 
ing unemployment 


Ed BroadWmt, New Demo- 
<iratic Paiiy leader, said later 
it was "one of the most pes¬ 
simistic statments” about tlie 
national economy he had ever 
seen. -i 

“It confirms that the econ¬ 
omy is in a deplorable state 
and that H's going to get 
worse,” he added. 

Broadbent said the govern¬ 
ment should act immediately, 
stimulating the economy with 
a capital works program as 
the 10 provincial premiers 


recommended tollo>ving their 
meeting at St. Andrews, N.B. 
in mid-August. Tax cuts for 
low and middle-income Cana¬ 
dians were also needed. 

If the government failed to 
act before Parliament re¬ 
sumed in October, unemploy¬ 
ment this winter would be 
worse than ever, Broadbent 
said. In July, 8.1 per cent of 
the national work force, near¬ 
ly 900,000 people, were jo¬ 
bless. 

However, a spokesman for 


Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald said the statistics 
did not reflect the underlying 
trend in the economy and 
there were good Indications 
the third quarter would show 
improvement. 

“ This will reflect the im¬ 
pact of some significant fea¬ 
tures of the March 31 budget 
such as corporate tax conces¬ 
sions which have not been 
fully felt in the economy,” the 
spokesman said. 

He said Macdonald noted 


that the Statistics Canada re¬ 
port did not give much weight 
to the fall in the rate of the 
Canadian dollar. 

“The cost of depreciation 
tends to show up faster than 
the bCTiefits,” he said. 

.Statistics Canada also said 
that, under its measure of in¬ 
flation. the rate of price rises

STOCKHOLiM (Reuter) — 
Sweden devalued its currency 
by ID per cent Mcmday and 
froze prices In an attempt to 
inject life Into its flagging 
economy. 

Premier 'Tbortxioem Faell- 
din told a news conference 
that Swedish companies had 
been hit by financied crises 
and bankruptcies in the last 
year on a ecale which had not 
been known since the .19308. 

'The devaluation came in the 
wake of Sw’eden’s weekend 
decision to withdraw from the 
so-called "snake" — the joint 
float at W*e*t Ekiropean cur¬ 
rencies — after losing foreign 
reserves to defend the ex¬ 
change rate of the krona. 

Sweden’s defection from the 
snake^ forced Norway and 
Denmaric to devalue tfieir cur¬ 
rencies by five per cent, but 
both these countries decided 
to remain in the joint Europe¬ 
an float. 

Faelldln announced Monday 
the krona was 'being devalued 
by 10 per cent against 15 most 
important currencies involved 
in Sweden’s fbreign trade. 

Meanwhile, the premier an¬ 


nounced a freeze on prices in 
Sweden until the end of Oc¬ 
tober.

"R’s one thing to wake up 
in the morning with an idea 
and quite another to imiHe- 
ment it,” Dr. Gerry Kristian¬ 
son, chairman of the Saanich 
school board, said Saturday. 

‘Tm personally prepared to

ister William Vander Zalm’s 
idea of putting welfare recipi¬ 
ents into the schools and pay¬ 
ing them extra as nightwatch¬ 
men to combat a growing 
vandalism problem in B.C.

and discussion before it be¬ 
came reality, Kristianson 
said. 

One of the main questions is 
w-hether the unions will go 
along with it. Kristianson said 
CUFL only reluctantly al¬ 
lowed the district to hire stu¬ 
dents to help during the sum¬ 
mer, and although the night- 
watchmen would be perform¬ 
ing a function not performed 
by any school district em¬ 
ployees, the union would 
clearly have to be involved.

Qualicum’s airport 
keeps council flying 


QCAUCUM BEACH — The 
QuaJicum Beach village coun¬ 
cil evidently has little or no 
control ov’er what goes on at 
its own airport 

This was stated by Aid. Ar¬ 
thur Olson at a recent special 
council meeting, called hasti¬ 
ly', because a group of airport 
users had trucked in 1,000 
yards of gravel in preparation 
for improving the airstrip 
without first telling awncil of 
hs plans. 

Olson said: “In this rase 
1,000 yards of gravel was 
trucked in on .Saturday, Aug. 
20, beginning about 4:30 a.m.. 
and awaking residents along 
Hcnnet, Fern and Garden 
roads. Furtlier. membere of 
council, including Aid. Artliur 
Skipse>'. chairman of the air- 
jiort committee, were un¬ 
aware of what was happening, 
and hence unaWe to explain to 
citizens the reasons tor the 
operation.’’ 

Olsons aid: “This gravel, 
the source of which was not 
known by Aid. Skipsey. will 
be mixed with oil to form a 
srxalled stabilized base, or in 
layman's terms, a cold mix 
surface which many people 
would interr^ret as being very 
close to a paved surface. 

"If the surface is in effect 
paved, there will be ev'en 
more air traffic added to an 
already-heavily-expanded use. 

including night landings 
made possible by the use of 
kerosene pots. 

“The council has a responsi¬ 
bility not only to users of the 
airp^, but also to citizens 
- who experience the nuisance 
of increased flights.’’ 

Aid. Skipsey appOTved the 


project. He said for a year at¬ 
tempts have been made to get 
the airstrip into shape. Last 
fall 30 loads of gravel weie 
.si»read on the rtmway. In the 
spring it was oiled and this 
did not stop flying rocks da¬ 
maging planes. Later the 
strip was graded and gone 
over with a rock picker. Clay 
w'as rolled into it, but still 
rocks were thrown up by the 
aircraft 

He said oiling the strip and 
spreading stone chips wns 
considered, but it was decided 
landing airc^ft wt>uld dam¬ 
age the surface. 

He said the plan to stabilize 
the base is not up to ministry 
of transport standards, but it 
wiU ’get rid of the rocks. 

Skipsey’ said; “I don’t think 
it’s going to make a bit oftlif- 
ference to the use of the air- 
fjort." He would like a tally 
dme to sea if there is an 
a{ipreciable increase in the 
use, and if there is. this w-ould 
be a clear indication that it 
should be relocated. The vil¬ 
lage has a tract of land lined 
up for an airport between 
Ooon^ and Pazlassine, but it 
would cost $L4 million to de¬ 
velop and Qualicum Beach 
does not have that much 
money available. 

Skipsey said people tising 
the airport are paying for it, 
not the taxpayers. 

There is "considerable con¬ 
troversy over the airport be¬ 
cause many residents do not 
w ant It further developed be¬ 
cause they do ot like the noise 
of aircraft. They are ofiposed 
to the paving of the airport. 

.Skipsey said: "Let’s put 
safety before peptics.’’ 

He said if the stabilized 
bas* breaks up, a grader can 
just push it aside. If it does 


seal the surface, the water 
will run off and soft spots will 
not reform.

Breath-test case reaches Courtenay area

COLTITENAY \lctona 
judge Harcrfd ..Mder’a prece¬ 
dent-setting decision on the 
va]idit>' erf the breath-test in 
drunken driving cases was 
making waves in Courtenay 
provincial court Tbursday. 

Lawyer Jack Welsh gave 
'‘notice that he Indended to 
base his defence in an im¬ 
paired driving case on Judge 
Alder's dlcision and that, if 
necessary, he would call ex¬ 
pert evidence on his client’s 
behalf. 

The lawyer appearing tor 
the prosecution, Eric Ches- 
terley, responded that the 
crown might also call expert 
evidence, “w^e don’t intend to 
just roll ovw and play dead.’’ 
When court w-as told that the 
Victoria decision was in the 
process of being appealed, 
presiding judge Don Ward ad- 
jomed the case. 

The law dealing with drunk¬ 
en drivers has seen many 


changes since the horse-and- 
buggy daj-s. In the early era 
of the automobile, there were 
few’ of them on the road and 
about the only threat they 
posed. drivenB being drunk or 
sober, was to occupants of tJie 
horseless carriage when old 
dobbin snorted in panic. 

But as the number of cars 
on the road increased and the 
accident toU rose, laws had to 
be enacted to deal with the 


main cause the drunken 
driver. 

Presumably, the first such 
law w’as quite lenient, but as 
the highw'ay carnage in¬ 
creased an aroused public de¬ 
manded sterner measures. 
Our law-makers responded by 
providing a minimum penalty 
of 14 days imprisonment lot* a 
first-offence conviction, with 
stiffer penalties for subset 
quent offences. 


As is often the case when 
the punishment doesn’t fit tiie 
crime, magistrates were re¬ 
luctant to comicL Under^ 
standably they preferred not 
to send otherwise-lawf-abiding 
citizens, sometimes kx»l busi¬ 
ness or professional men 
whom they perhaps met so¬ 
cially, to jail. 

The case for Ihe imosecutton 
had to be airtig^ in order to 
stand up in court, partictilariy

if the accviaed had a capable 
lawyer. Convictions hinged 
mainly on the policeman’s ob¬ 
servations. such as gait, 
speech, coordination and the 
smell of alcohol on the 
driver’s breath. 

Finally a clevrer defence 
lawyer found a loophole. It 
had aometh in g to do with in¬ 
tent — did the driver intend to 
drive when he was drinking 
prior to driving. The legal 
pfaraaetrfogy was “anterior 
wilful mkconduct.” 

It was a very flimsy pre¬ 
mise on which to base a de¬ 
fence. but it worked — it gave 
the presiding magistrate the 
“out" he was looking for. 

It w’as at this stage that the 
term impaired appeared in 
the Criminal Code. The old 
section was repealed and re¬ 
placed by new ones provuhng 
fines and driving restrictions 
tor first offenders; the man¬ 
datory jail term was left out. 

But the prosecution still re¬ 
lied mainly on the observa¬ 


tions of the arre.sting officer 
to prov'e its case. Such evi¬ 
dence was often frustrated by 
medical evidence, accused’s 
use of medication, etc.’ but on 
the whole magistrates were 
more Inclined to conrict^ 


under the new law’. 




Then came the breath-test 
machine whereby a <bivcr’s 
state of sobriety could be sci¬ 
entifically measured by the 
amount of alcohol in Ms blood 
merely by having Wm or her 
breath into a tube. 

The aparatus became 
enshrined in law and until a 
Victoria pathologist testified 
in provincial court recently 
that the machine has a mar¬ 
gin of error, plus and minus, 
of 15 per cent in breath alco¬ 
hol readings, its validity was 
never questioned. 

The crown Is appealing 
Judge Alder's decision and 
presumably, as in the Cour¬ 
tenay case, the prosecution 
will not be content to “roll 
over and play dead." It, too, 
win bring in its experts.

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GNP sags, recession feared 


OTTAWA (CPI — Canada s 
economic performance turned 
sour between April and June, 
as total output tell at a 2.4- 
per-cent annual rate raising 
fears of a new recession. 

The depressed second 
quarter followed 'a strong 5.2- 
per-cent annual rate of 
grov^Th for gross national 
product (GNPI in the first 
ihiee months of this year. It 
was the third quarter in the 
last year during which real 
output fell. 


Statistics Canada said it 
was still too early to say that 
the economy has slipped into 
recession, although weak eco¬ 
nomic conditions currently 
meant “recession cannot be 
ruled out.” 

Economists generally re¬ 
gard three quarters of declin¬ 
ing output as a recession. 
They also say a five-per-cent 
annual growth rate for GNP 
is necessary to keep the econ¬ 
omy expanding and avoid ris¬ 
ing unemployment. 


Ed Broadbent. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader, said later 
it was “one of the most pes¬ 
simistic statements” about the 
national economy he had ever 
seen. 

“It confirms that the econ¬ 
omy is in a deplorable state 
and that it’s going to get 
worse,” he added. 

Broadbent said the govern¬ 
ment should act immediately, 
stimulating the economy with 
a capital works program as 
the 10 provincial premiers 


recommended following their 
meeting at St. Andrews, N.B. 
in mid-August. Tax cuts for 
low and middle-income tana- 
dians were also needed. 

If the government failed to 
act before Parliament re¬ 
sumed in October, unemploy¬ 
ment this winter would be 
worse than ever, Bioadbent 
said. In July, 8.1 per cent of 
the national work force, near¬ 
ly 900,000 people, were jo¬ 
bless. 

However, a spokesman for 


Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald said the statistics 
did not reflect the underlying 
tiond in the economy and 
there were good indications 
the third quarter would show 
improvement. 

“This will reflect the im¬ 
pact of some significant fea¬ 
tures of the March 31 budget 
such as corporate ta.\ conces¬ 
sions which have not been 
fully felt in the economy.” the 
spokesman said. 

He said Macdonald* noted 


that the Statistics Canada re¬ 
port did not give much weight 
to the fall in the rate of tl\e 
Canadian dollar. 

“The cost of depreciation 
tends to show up faster than 
the benefits,” he .said.

Fox’s letter does not deny 
that such files exist, but says 
only that the RCMP security 
branch “does not compile, 
maintain nor have custody of 
files on individuals,” Broad¬ 
bent said. 

He said he had little doubt 
that the security branch ex¬ 
amines files prepared by 
other RC!MP section.s. 

Fox said that even if the se¬ 
curity branch kept files on 
Broadbent. the government 
would refuse to tell him so. 

"Successive Canadian gov¬ 
ernments have pursued a con¬ 
sistent policy of refusing to 
conHrin or deny that a securi¬ 
ty file exists in respect ot a 
certain individual,” Fbx said 
in his letter. 

“The question of disclosure 
of whether or not a file e.xists 
on any specific individual 
raises very real difficulties. It 
seems impossible to be selec- 
tiv'e in this matter.” 

Broadbent said he also was 


disturbed by an RCMP denial 
of electronic surveillance of 
MPs because it did not speci¬ 
fically deny that other forms 
of surveillance had been used. 

Ttiey would have issued a 
broader denial if they could 
he .said.

Laws to curb internal union strife

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams said Monday he would 
not stand "idly by” and watch 
internal trade union dissen- 
tlon spread into general labor 
discontent. And he promised 
new law's to^end tlie type of 
union battle now bubbling in 
Vancouv'er. 

Williams made the state¬ 
ment in response to ly series 
of questions in the Legislature 
from former labor minister 
William King (NDP — Revcl- 
stoke-Slocan) on a closed-door 


Teamsters Union ’’trial” in 
Vancouver. 

The trial Involves Jack "Vla- 
hovk, secretary-treasurer of 
loKial 213. Among otiier 
charges Vlahovic is accused 
of spending $8,(XX) in union 
funds to hire business agents 
without proper authority. The 
appointments were later res¬ 
cinded by the Teamster exec¬ 
utive board. 

As a result of that action 
Vlahovic has launched a B.C. 
Supreme Onirt action against 
four executive members in¬ 
cluding Teamster head Sena¬ 
tor Ed Law-son. 


Meanwhile, rank and file 
union members have been 
barred from the Internal trial 
of the secretary-treasurer. As 
the hearings continued Sun¬ 
day .10 members of Local 213 
picketed Teamster head¬ 
quarters. They were not only 
barred from the meeting 
room but also refused the use 
ot washrooms inside the 
building. 

The trial is seen as the cli¬ 
max of a struggle between 
Vlahovic and Lawson for con¬ 
trol of Local 213. 

King asked Williams if he 
would consider using the 


powers of his oft ice to lorce 
the Teamsters to open the 
doors and conduct the trial in 
front of any rank and file 
union members who wished to 
attend. He said it was an af¬ 
front to justice for a man to 
be tried behind closed doors. 

Williams said he was con¬ 
cerned about the way the 
hearings were being conduct¬ 
ed but that “as the member 
(King) is aware, my powers 
are exti*emely limited . . . 
there is no legislation which 
wmild permit me to interfere. 
But we have no intention of 
standing by and letting a* bat¬ 


tleground for warring groups 
result in increasing unrest.” 

King said he didn’t find Wil¬ 
liams' answer satisfactory. 
He asked the minister to 
make a definite stand and 
condemn the method of 
closed-door trial being held. 

Williams repeated that he 
would not .stand by “but I 
would not want it tliouglit that 
I am prejudging the issue as 
the member (King) appears 
to have done.”

The signs may be good, btit 
the experts aren’t leaving 
anything to chance. Another 
thorough medical examination 
has been scheduled for 
Wednesday. At that time it 
will be determined whether or 
not Miracle can remain off 
antibiotics, Matthew^ said.

The 52.5 million aover 
Point outfall could shift and 
sustain damage after it is 
laid, according to the contrac¬ 
tor. 

Harry Berg, president of H 
and B Contracting, wrote to 
engineering consultants Ker, 
Priestman and Co., on Aug. 8 
telling them he was concerned 
about the engineering calcula¬ 
tions, and offering to pay for 
an independent review. 

On Monday he still had not 
received a reply. 

“He’s really concerned 
about this matter,” Murray 
Glazier, chairman of the Capi¬ 
tal Region Board’s public 
works committee, said. 

Glazier said Berg had out¬ 
lined four ma.ior problems 
with the pipe design 

First there was the question 
raised by the fractured outfall 
pipe, wtuch broke on a weld 
which was supposedly tlie 
strongest part of the pipe. 

“But.” said Glazier, “he re¬ 
gards that as the least of his 
problems.” 

Berg has also notified the 
consultants that he considers 
the concrete weights, de¬ 
signed to hold the 6,400-foot 
outfall on the ocean floor, are 
inadequate. 

Berg told Glazier he was 
also bothered that the design 
may not take proper account 
of the forces v^ich would be 
acting on the pipe once it was 
on the ocean-floor, where a 
sctsjrijig four-to-eix-knot cur¬ 
rent could move the pipe la¬ 
terally and horizontally. 

The contractor. Glazier 
said, wa.s also concerned 
about a technical point the 
gaskets betw^een the pipe and 
some concrete bkxrks. 

“They apparently have 
trouble getting and maintain¬ 
ing a good fit with these gas¬ 
kets,” Glazier said. 

Glazier, an engineer, said 
he had asked for progress re¬ 
ports at each committee 
meeting and board meeting. 

“I have always been given 
reports, but the first I heard 
of these problems was wlien I 
met Berg on Friday.” 

He has asked for a full re-, 
port on the problems for the 
next public works committee 
meeting Sept. 7. 

’Tve just listened to the 
contractor’s side of things.’’ 
Glazier said. 

“It may be that he only 
needs verification, but the 
point is that he is concerned 
and he has not been assured 
of these calculations, and that 
is why he has offered to pay 
the costs of a review 

('tlaziar said that as far as 


the region was concerned, the 
contract was for the pipe in 
plaoe, and troubles on the 
way there were of concern 
only to the contractor. 

“However, if the contrac¬ 
tor’s concern is valid, and if 
there is a potential there for a 
life or a lateral shift, the pipe 
could be successfully in place 
and^ accepted by the region 


before it started to shift. 

“That means that we wt)uld 
have to be concerned over the 
long term. ” 

Glazier said the public 
works committee would not 
be trying to decide if engi¬ 
neering calculations were cor¬ 
rect, but members would be 
concerned about the contrac¬ 
tor's questions.

Lumber prices have gone 
up about 10 tier cent since

A 10 per cent increase in 
lumber prices is so small that 
it will add only a few cents 
per foot to the price of a 
house.”

TVo 
years ago, two-tay-tour lumber 
was selling for 26 cents a 
hoard foot, Wells said, and .it 
now sells for 23 cents.
